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President Sets Mideast Meeting 


WASHINGTON (AP'I - The 
White House announced Tuesday 
that President Nixon will meet 
with tour Arab foreign minis­ 
ters 
today 
to 
d i s c u s s 
the fighting in the Middle East. 
The 
announcement 
came 
amid reports that the envoys 
were carrying a message from 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia, 
who has been under intense 
pressure from his Arab count­ 
erparts to deny Mideast oil to 
the United States. 


But a spokesman for one of 
the Arab delegations said oil 
was not one of the issues the 
ministers want to discuss. They 
want only to take up “the U.S. 
involvement jp the war,” the 
Arab spokesman said. 
White House Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren 
would say only that the foreign 
ministers of Saudi Arabia. Al­ 
geria. Kuwait and Morocco had 
‘‘asked to see the President to 
discuss the current situation in 


the Middle East.” 
The White House said precise 
time of the meeting, to be held 
in Nixon's Oval Office, had not 
been set. 
In addition to Nixon and Kis­ 
singer, a spokesman said it 
wruld be attended by Foreign 
Ministers Abdelaziz Bouteflika 
of Algeria, Sabah al-Ahmad nl 
Jabir al-Sabah of Kuwait. Ah­ 
med Taibi Benhima of Morocco 
and —Umar alSaeqqaf of Saudi 
Arabia. 


It is understood that Nixon 
and King Faisal have ex­ 
changed messages since out- 
bieak of new Arab-lsraeli fight­ 
ing 11 days ago. 
Asked about this. Warren 
said. “We do not as a rule dis­ 
cuss diplomatic contacts from 
here,” 
Announcement of Wednes­ 
day’s meeting between Nixon 
and the Arab envoys, who are 
in New York for sessions of the 


United Nations, carne after Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A, Kissin­ 
ger met for an hour with the 
President. 
Kissinger also attended an 
hour long meeting of the Wash­ 
ington Special Action Group, a 
panel of top level diplomatic, 
military and intelligence offi­ 
cials who continually keep 
track of Mideast developments. 
Warren turned away most 
questions on the Arab-lsraeli 
war. but repeated that Nixon 


has instructed Kissinger “to re­ 
main in contact with all parties 
in the conflict and with the ma­ 
jor powers.” 


R ELEA SES FIGURES 
The government released fig­ 
ures on Monday showing that 
the United States imports about 
1.1 million barrels of oil daily 
direct from Arab countries. 
This is about 6 per cent of 
total daily U.S. consumption. 
U.S. officials said the figures 


show the United States could 
get along without Arab oil, at 
least for the time being, to the 
event of a cutoff. 
Even before the Arab-lsraeli 
fighting broke out, Nixon had 
warned Arab countries they 
should not take the U.S. need 
for their oil for granted. And 
after the fighting began, Nixon 
vowed fullest efforts to make 
the United States self-sufficient 
in oil and other energy sources. 
Black Wins 
Atlanta Post 


ATLANTA. Ga. (AP) - Vice 
Mayor Maynard Jackson has 
unseated Mayor Sam Massell to 
become the first black mayor 
of a major southern city in 
modern times. 
With 40 precincts remaining 
to be tabulated,, most of them, in 
predominantly b l a c k areas, 
Jackson had surged to a com­ 
manding lead over Massell, who 
becames the city’s first Jewish 
mayor four years ago with 
heavy black support. 
With 153 of the city’s 193 pre­ 
cincts reporting, Jackson had 
47,144 votes and Massell 37.149 
White moderate Wyche Fow­ 
ler defeated black civil rights 
activist Hosea. Williams to nail 
down the No, 2 spot in the city 
government. Fowler had 54.210 
votes to 27.894 for Williams 
with 153 precincts counted. 
The results of the election 
could give Atlanta a pre­ 
dominantly black city govern­ 
ment. The general election two 


weeks ago assured blacks of at 
least nine of the 18 city council 
seats. Blacks also won a major­ 
ity — five — of the seats on the 
nine-member school board. 
GRANT INJUNCTION 
A hitch in the runoff election 
developed, late in the day, when 
Fulton County Superior Court 
Judge Charles Wofford granted 
an. 'injunction, preventing final 
certification of the results until 
a suit challenging the general 
election is .settled. 
Attorney Henry M Hender­ 
son filed the suit, claiming vot­ 
ing irregularities, such as mis­ 
printed ballots. No date was set 
for a hearing on the matter. 
The new city officials will as­ 
sume office Jan. 7, 1974, the 
same day a new city charter 
goes into effect. For the first- 
time in 100 years, the lines of. 
executive and legislative au­ 
thority in. city government will 
be clearly delineated.

Kissinger, Tho 
Win Peace Prize 


i Force 
Crosses Suez 


OSLO. Norway (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger and Le Due Tho of North 
Vietnam were awarded the 1973 
Nobel. Peace Prize Tuesday for 
fashioning the cease-fire which, 
officially ended the Vietnam 
war.Mrs. Aase Lionaes. chairwo­ 
man of the Nobel committee, 
announced the award would be 
shared equally by the archi­ 
tects of the truce, who con­ 
ducted, 42, months of on-and-off, 
tough negotiations in Paris be­ 
fore reaching agreement in 
January. 
In brief statement, Mrs. Li­ 
onaes said the prize winners 
‘“had acted in accord with Al­ 
fred Nobel's idea . . . that con­ 
flicts should be solved through 
negotiations and not by war.’ 
Asked if the choice had been 
difficult, Mrs. Lionaes said, 
“no." 
Kissinger, 50. and Tho. 62. a 
member of the North Vietnam­ 
ese Politburo and. the first, 
ranking member of a Commu­ 
nist government to win the 
prize, will each, receive ,255,.WO 
Swedish crowns, or about $60.- 
000. the Nobel medal and the 
peace prize diploma. 


The presentations will be 
made in a formal ceremony at 
the University of Oslo .Dec., 10. 
Mrs. Lionaes said she hoped 
both winners would attend. She 
said 'both had 'been notified im­ 
mediately before the public an­ 
nouncement at the Nobel In­ 
stitute. 
Kissinger was attending a 
White House meeting on the 
Middle East, when tie received 
the word. He was beaming as 
he left to drive to the State De­ 
partment, saying. “I’m very 
pleased.” No comment was 
available from Tho. 
President Nixon said., “By 
jointly citing Dr. Kissinger and 
Le Due Tho. the Nobel Com­ 
mittee' has also given deserved 
recognition to the art of nego­ 
tiation, ” which Nixon said “will 
be more essential than, ever as 
we seek to build and maintain 
a structure of peace in the 
world.” 
Kissinger, who was Nixon’s 
chief national .security adviser 
when he negotiated the cease­ 
fire, is the 16th American to 
win the peace prize. Tho is the 
first .Asian to be so honored. 
Four other U.S. secretaries of

Three Inmates Missing 
From Craterford Prison 


An inmate at the State 
Correctional I ns t i t. u. t i, o n at 
Graterford escaped Tuesday 
morning by driving off the 
prison, grounds in. a state-owned 
truck. 
Hours later two more inmates 
were reported missing and one 
top official said it .is possible 
they escaped hidden in the back 
of the truck. 
The three men all were 
serving long-term sentences and 
are considered dangerous. 
THREE-STATE SEARCH 
The project of a three state 
search, are Nathaniel Easley, 
Jack. Burton Tunnel!, 33. and 
Jerald Edward Richardson. 36, 
all of Philadelphia. 
Easley, who has served 17 
years of a 23 to 47-vear prison 
sentence for aggravated rob­ 


bery, burglary and assault and 
battery with intent to murder, 
was discoverd missing shortly 
before 9:30 a m. when he failed 
to return to the prison grounds. 
A prison spokesman said 
Easley was a truck driver on 
the prison’s 1.700-acre farm and 
Tuesday morning was scheduled 
to remove ashes from inside the 
prison compound to the farm. 
He reportedly began his work 
at 8:35 a.m. and was scheduled 
to return 30 minutes later. 
Prison officials said " there 
we r e 
several 
authorized 
vehicles on. the prison grounds 
and it was, 9:30 a.m. before 
Easley officially was reported 
missing, 
State 'police at Limerick and 
Philadelphia were alerted and 
within minutes the first troopers 


converged on the prison. 
R i c h a r d Parcel], deputy 
superintendent, said the missing 
vehicle was a dark green five- 
ton dump truck with the 
Graterford emblem on the side. 
WHITE CROSS 
According to Pareoll, the 
vehicle had a white cross 
painted on the roof of the cab 
visible for air observation and 
a state police helicopter was 
flown to the area from Reading. 
Investigators weren't certain 
which direction the truck was 
headed but believed Easley 
would try to reach Philadelphia. 
While teams of police sear­ 
ched back roads in the area, 
the helicopter circled above hut

‘LOOK TO THE SKIES' 
UFO Craze Returns to Earth

It’s red. It’s blue. Sometimes it turns green. It 
has wrinkled skin, crab-like hands and pointy ears. 
It has a beard. It foams at the mouth and the Rus­ 
sians say it may be trying to say howdy. 
It has been seen down by the old fishing hole at 
Pascagoula, Miss., out near the airport at Berkley. 
W.Va., in the piney woods of Louisiana and in the 
hallowed halls of the college of the Ozarks in Ar­ 
kansas. 
And it has been heard in Moscow. 
The UFO' erase is on again with a vengeance. 
Two Pascagoula shipyard workers claimed they 
were hustled aboard a blue, fish-shaped craft by 
three weird creatures who gave them, the once-over 
with an eve-like scanning device. 
A Northwestern University astronomer, Dr., Allen 
Hynek, said flatly the craft was from another planet. 
“Where they are coming from and why they were 
here is a m atter of conjecture;” Hynek said. “.But 
the fact that they were here on this planet is beyond 
a reasonable doubt.” 
The attorney for the two shipyard workers —• 
Charles Hickson, 42. and Calvin Parker, 18—said 
they were “just resting” Tuesday and would take 
lie-detector tests in a week, or so to prove their story. 


Around the world in Moscow, Soviet scientists 
said they picked up unusual radio signals from space 
and did not rule out that they came from another 
civilization. 
The Tass News Agency said the signals, of a type 
never heard before, come in pulses after definite 
lapses of time, last for several minutes and are re­ 
peated several times a day. Tass said scientists have 
ruled out the possibility that the signals are from 
satellites launched from earth. 
“It is not precluded that they may be sent by a

the Russian report said. Tass said Professor Samuel 
Kaplan of Gorky University was the first to pickup 
the signals. Later they were heard in other Soviet 
cities. 

La., sheriff’s deputies chased five or­ 
ange-reddish flying objects 12 miles through the 
woods early Tuesday. 
“One of our deputies was scared pretty bad.” 
said Deputy Michael Moore. “He turned on his red 
lights, and they came down at his patrol car. He 
turned them off and they just vanished like in a 
cloud/* 
Pine and Pascagoula are 150 miles apart. Down 
the road' at Slidell, across Lake Pontchartrain from 


New Orleans, Lloyd M ercier said he was driving 
home when he saw a UFO that was 20 feet thick 
with a streak through it, 
“All I could see was a red glow, it looked like 
it came straight out of the water. I’ve seen it tonight 
with my own natural eyes,” Mercier said, “I have 
to believe what I see. It was no moon and it was no 
balloon and it was no ship.” 
At. the College of the Ozarks in Clarksville, Ark,., 
a “ghost-like bearded creature with long, gray han* 
who foams at the mouth” has been seen by stu­ 
dents and faculty .members.

Gas Squeeze Threatens 


The realities of the heating fuel shortage 
are more apparent daily. Last winter there 
were the first faint mutterings of the 
approaching storm as some rural mid- 
western schools, principally In Iowa, ran 
out of heat. There are three main causes. 
First is the marvelous convenience of 
hydrocarbon fuels, particularly natural 
gas. 
Second Is the pipeline network that has 
made this gas a nationwide commodity 
where i t was once only a loca 1 fuel. 
Third is government price-fixing by the 
Federal Power Commission which kept on 
underpricing gas long after it was plain 
shortages were coining. Cheap gas 
rocketed the demand while it discouraged 
the search for more gas resources. 


Increased gas prices will spur new 
explorations. But no price, however 
alluring, will put gas in the ground. Large 
areas of America, now dependent upon 
residential and industrial gas-burning, will 
be forced to scramble for other fuels. 
The first squeeze seems to be coming in 
bottled gas, chiefly propane. Hundreds of 
thousands of .American rural homes are 
dependent on the same source. Conversion 
to other fuels is not going to be easy nor will 
it be cheap. 
The worst is that conversion means dir­ 
tier fuels. Fuel oil is having its own crunch. 
Coal Involves hauling, stoking and black 
smoke. The irony is that enthusiasm for 
clean air is thriving -at the moment when 
much dirtier air is a looming probability. 


Shellfish And Power Plants 


Abalone. dam s, oysters and scallops are 
not something one normally associates 
with electric generating plants However, 
in the future, such plants are likely to play 
an important role in bringing shellfish to 
m arket in record lime. R esearch studies 
have shown that these delicacies, while 
sacrificing none oí their size, flavor and 
texture, thrive and develop faster in the 
warmed water discharged from power 
plant steam condensers. 
As a result of this research, a Calitornia 
com pany has already contracted with a 
major West Coast utility to use its slightly 
w armed sea water discharges In it produc­ 
tion process. The firm expects to market 
five million oysters and one and a half 
million clams by the end of 1974. The first 
m ajor crop d scallops will follow in 1975. 
C entrally, it takes clam s and scallops four 


to five years to reach maturity under nor­ 
mal ocean water temperatures, whereas 
they mature in about 18 months in warmer 
water. Oysters will be ready for consump­ 
tion in a year to 13 months, as opposed to 
three or fruir years under natural con­ 
ditions 
Frequently, wl* lind the development o f 
one technology benefiting a com pletely 
unrelated industry and enabling it to per­ 
form its functions more efficiently and 
effec tiv e ly . 
In this 
particular rase, 
technology has also made it possible to 
meet man's basic needs for heat, power 
and food more efficiently. Once more wre 
se e 
by

that 
man-kind‘s needs are best served not by 
halting all progress, but by using more 
technology, more research and by pur­ 
suing many diverse lines of development.

^€88 is heard now of the paper squeeze 
which has forced some newspapers to cut 
number of pages, but newsprint remains in 
extremely tight supply. And employes of 
some Canadian mills are1 still on strike. 
Accompanying the shortage are price 
increases announced by mill after mill of 
$15 a ton or more. This will put the cost of 
newsprint at the highest point in history.

And more1 price increases are projected for 
next year. With the supply situation what it 
is, price re sista n c e has just about 
vanished. 
The inevitable outcome if inflation con­ 
tinues to make gains will be higher prices 
for newspapers. Most weekday editions 
now' sell for 15 cents. 
Will the 25-cent newspaper soon appear?

Pottstonian Takes 
Steamboat Ride South

In earlier days travel was not so widespread as 
today. No-one flew to “the Islands.” Wings had not 
yet been 'invented. A voyage to Europe was 
gen.era.IIy a. wealthy family’s trip of the lifetime — 
to be spoken, of in wonder and awe ever after. 
When, the average citizen living in the area 
traveled somewhere within the limits of continental, 
United States, the press was happy to publish his 
memories, Wonderful are some of these journeys 
by stage- and by rail and by water. 
Somewhat, reminiscent of “Showboat’* is this 
story by an unnamed' Pottstown businessman sig­ 
ning himself simply as “R” : ■ ■ 
“ In going down, into Dixie I wish company very 
much, and it will give- me pleasure to have you 
accompany me,” writes this gentleman. Come i*»t 
us go aboard, since he invites us so hospitably. 
Perhaps we will meet with some deluxe living, 
“ ‘City of Vicksburg,’ Aug. 25,. 1.884,. 
“On the upper deck of this, a representative 
Mississippi steamer, a crowd of passengers are- 
looking -on while fifty roustabouts are running in 
Indian file over the stage plank and up the levee to a 
store house where 1,000 pounds of flour is to be ship­ 
ped to New Orleans; It-is soon, on board; the deep 
voice- of the first mate urging the Negroes on as if 
the -days of slavery were not past, and indeed they 
are not here in- the- South. The 'water is very low, 
frequent soundings are made, and the voice of the 
man at the bow who is swinging the lead comes in 
'monotonous tones, '.Mark Twain half twain ’ 
“ My ticket calls for passage- to M em phis 178- 
miles and I settle m yself down, to have a pleasant 
trip, for 24 hours will be consum ed before I reach 
my destination. E verything is full of life on board. 
We have a band and as evening ■ approaches, 
couples are to be seen m oving toward the after part 
of the cabin tqengage in either an old time Southern 
'Virginia reel or som e conventlonial la tte r day 
dance. 
“The day of card- playing has not di.sa.ppea.red 
from, the steamers of this famous old river, 
although, this sport has been robbed of its pungency, 
and sociability is the stake now played for. But I 
enjoy this all. A, tall .Kentucky brother will bow over 
the hand of a sister and lead her through the 
intricacies of a dance with as much chivalry as a 
courtier of old. Surely we northerners know less of 
this family love than the children of the South. 


“ New .Madrid is reached, an old town rich in 
reminiscence- of the war. and the scene of an ear­ 
thquake in 181!, which sank land in this section 
covering an extent of more than a hundred miles, 
now termed the sunken lands of Missouri. But no- 
doubt this is wea.rji.ng you. Do you know that the 
war is not forgotten in this section? Yet, the main 
topics of conversation,, when a crowd are together, 
are chapters in, the history of the- late struggle. And 
it is interesting to me, as I wish by actual contact to 
know both sides; possibly it may be to you also. 
“ When North, I have read of the exodus of the 
colored people to Kansas and other Western States, 
but if they have gone I can see no rent in the colored 
population, for they literally swarm in. these river 
towns and cities, with the majority having no- 
visible means of support; but they are happy, oh. 
how happy,, even yet with the echo of the lash hardly 
died away.

To the hardy farmer of 
the North who- 'Com.es to stay, there- is a rich field for 
him, where his work will find Its reward and have 
its followers among this people,, who, although 
mistaken in, the past, possess all the politeness of a 
Parisian, all the chivalry of - knighthood, and who 
today love their country not less than we do.,. But I 
hear the fog horn of the steamer blowing three 
times, and I know that we must be nearing Mem­

And then we read of how just as soon as the town 
carpenter could add an inside lady’s privy, it would 
become a railroad depot! 
“Captain Henry St rough has taken the contract 
for remodeling the old River Hotel building- at the 
corner of Hanover and. Water streets, Pottstown, 
for the Pennsylvania Schuylkill Valley Railroad co, 


“It will be- used by the company for a passenger 
station and de-pot, as soon as Capt, St rough has fit­ 
ted it up nicely and arranged in it a lady's room and 
a gentleman’s room that are needed. Who would 
have thought it, in years gone by, that this old inn, 
so long haunted by the ‘ardent spirits* and within 
whose - corridors mysterious sounds, like the 
clinking of glasses, could be heard both by day and 
night, would ever turn such a. somersault as to its 
uses?” ('The Ledger, Aug. -4, 1.884)

The Pennsylvania Story 
$188 Million Deficit Looms 


By MASON DENISON 
HARRISBURG—In a sense. 
Republicans now seemingly con­ 
cede what Democrats have beer, 
charging all along—that GOP 
spending-!ax programs may 
result In a rather sporting $188 
million deficit in the next Penn­ 
sylvania budget 
House Speaker Kenneth B Lee 
the boss of the Republican party 
in the GGP-contralled House of 
R epresentatives, made the 
admission after he was confron­ 
ted with a report by the Penn­ 
sylvania Economy League ('The 
PEL generally is-considered a 
conservative group, although it 
claims non-partisanship.) 
While he claimed; the study did 
not include additional-spending 
proposals made by Gov. Milton J 
Shapp. a look at the study shows 


that It did And it also -lists 
additional needs proposed by the 
Republican bloc, including the 
$67 million ’‘Philadelphia 
P a c k a g e ” Lee reputedly 
promised to Mayor Frank Rizzo. 
A deficit of $1 HR mill ion 'undoub­ 
tedly will result in the passage of 
new taxes-next year, since *he 
hole will just be too big to fill. 
Of course, the GOP won't cry if 
a Democratic governor finds it 
necessary to request additional 
taxes during a gubernatorial 
election year' 
Shapp. who entered the chief 
executive's office with a $600 
million debt, would either have to 
request the tax increase or have 
an unbalanced.budget.. 
But his excellency faces a 
tough task even if his plan to 
reduce taxes is passed The PEL 


-figures show an $80 million deficit 
next year if his budget is adopted, 
but the governor feels that a 
deficit of this order could be 
•'handled” without recourse to 
new taxes. 
Actually the PEL study endor­ 
ses what Rep. Herbert Fineman, 
House Democratic floor leader, 
has been saying all along about 
the GOP plans. 
“ While the GOP prograpi 
might be a successful political 
ploy, in that it would cause the 
present adm inistration to 
propose taxes in a gubernatorial 
year, it just does not make sense 
for us to cut taxes so much in one 
year that we must increase them 
to' the next,” Fireman said after 
studying the PEI. report 
“And if we do not increase 
taxes when more money is

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Tennessee Valley Authority Faces Growing Displeasure

Knoxville. Tenn — The T en­ 
nessee Valley Authority, having 
in y ears past survived the com ­ 
b in ed 
a s s a u lts of powerful 
politicians and monied special 
interests, now faces what m ay 
be' a far greater challenge — 
g r o w in g 
d is e n c h a n tm e n t 
am ong the people it has served 
for four decades. 
Born in the darkest days of 
th e 
G re a t 
D epression, 
the 
dream of a N ebraska senator. 
TVA. as it has become known 
around the world, helped pull 
the nation out of the worst 
econom ic crisis in its history. 
The tool for e a rn in g nut its 
m andate from Congress and 
P r e s i d e n t 
F r a n k l in 
D. 
Roosevelt was electricity. 
In the 40 turbulent years since 
that dark spring of 1133. when 
the New Deal was conceived 
and legislated, TVA has become' 
the largest producer of electric 
pow er in the nation. 
It faces an entirely different 
set 
of 
econom ic conditions 
today, 
however, and rapidly 
rising power rates during the 
past six years have left the 
agency open to attacks from 
within the valley, in addition to 
the opposition that continues 
from special interest groups 
around the country’, 
A fter dropping steadily for 34 
y e a rs . 
TVA s ra te s turned 
around and started up agin in 
1967. Since then, the average 
i n c r e a s e 
to 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
custom ers has 'been 61.8 per 
cent. 
STILL PAY LESS 
C onsum ers in the Tennessee 
V alley still pay less for elec­ 
tricity tjian in m ost other sec­ 
tions of the country, but the gap 
is narrow ing. 
The agency m aintains that its 
ra te s a re still only a b o u t56 per 
cen t of the national 'average, 
but to arriv e at this figure, high 
usage of electric power in the 
TVA region is compared with a 
m uch lower national average 
usage. 
W hen rates for the sam e 
am ount of power usage are 
com pared. TV A custom ers are 
now paying about 84 per cent of 
the national average for the fir­ 
st 500 kilow att hours of power 
they use,, or about 72 p e rce n t of 
the national average for the fir­ 
st 1.000 kilowatt hours, acco r­ 
ding to federal power com ­ 
m ission statistics.

Most of the cost increases in 
recent years do appear to have

COAL COSTS DOUBLED 
F or exam ple, the cost of coal 
burned in TVA's huge steam 
p la n ts 
h a s 
a p p ro x im ate ly 
doubled in the past five years. 
In its early years, all power 
w as generated by hydro-elec­ 
tric dam s whose turbines are 
turned by the w aters of the Ten­ 
nessee River. 
By about I960, however, TVA 
had run out of locations for 
p o w er 
d a m s, 
and 
grow ing 
'dem and for power necessitated 
construction of coal burning

p lan ts. 
T oday,

system., with sales of 103 billion

they charge that the agency is 
now the m ajor polluter of the 
T ennessee Valley. 
T hese charges... and the law 
suits that have accom panied 
them , along with TVA's volun­ 
ta ry efforts to curb pollution, 
have added greatly to the agen­ 
c y 's costs. 
In fiscal 1972. TVA spent $36 
m illion for pollution control;

Cotton Prices About 
Tripled 
This Year

Take good care of yoursheet* 
and towels. They could cost you 
60 to 70 per cent moire' by the end 
■of next, year 'than they did at 'the 
beginning of 1173, according to 
a ballpark estimate by a fop 
textile executive. 
Cotton prices have about 
tripled this year, recently 
reaching a 103-year high of 99 
cents a pound These increases 
will begin showing up next year 
In more expensive home fur­ 
nishings, pants and shirts — 
anything that contains cotton 
“ We re normally six to nine 
months ahead in our cotton pur­ 
chasing.” says Don S. Holt, 
head of the nation's biggest 
towel maker, Cannon Mills of 
Kannapolis, N C. That means 
that Cannon is now using cotton 
that cost at least a third less 
than current pnces. 
When Cannon has to go into 
the cotton market next year, 
however, it might have to pay 
'three times as, much for its cot­ 
ton if prices stay at 'Current 
levels.

Holt, however, thinks exports

Cotton stocks stand at nearly 


4 million bales, but much of this 
is cotton with fibers too short to 
be used by many textile mills. 
The long-fibered cotton desired 
for better-quality finished 
goods, however, is also the type 
most desired by other coun­ 
tries.

Am erican Textile 
Manufacturers Institute has 
repeatedly sought export con­ 
trols on cotton in the last 
several months, but has been 
turned down by agriculture Sec, 
Earl fiutz. 
The outlook for 'Controls may 
have brightened,, one industry 
source speculated, because the 
Defense Department reportedly 
has found itself short of cotton 
for uniforms. 
“ There has even been talk 
that they’re about to issue 
directive orders forcing textile 
companies to supply the 
m ilitary,” the sources add, 
reasoning that such pressure 
might be turned upon the 
Agriculture Department to gam 
export controls. 
Right now. however, the only 
positive aspect of the cotton 
situation is that the future 
outlook for synthetic fibers is 
even shakier. Textile mills can 
buy cotton if they're willing to 
pay the price, one Hanes 
executive said, tout they might 
not. be able to get synthetic 
fibers, at any price because of 
oil shortages.

MEXICO CITY-Asked if the 
Argentine army would support 
President-elect Juan Peron if 
he decides to follow a socialistic 
policy, Alejandro Lanusse, 
ex-military president of Argen­ 
tina, in an exclusive interview 
with the Chicago Daily News, 
replied, “ I do not have the 
responsibility. That is the 
responsibility of the army. But 
as I know the army I can reply: 
Categorically no!” 
Gen. Lanusse arrived in 
Mexico recently for a vacation 
at the invitation of Mexican 
President Luis Echeverría. 
White1 in Mexico, he is staying: 
with a longtime1 friend. Gen., 
lanusse was mi.líta.ry atache to 
Mexico nearly 15 years ago. 
Lanusse said 'that at present 
he has no plans for his return to 
Argentina, but will consider any 
post that suits his capacities on 
his return there. Asked whether 
Peron would find sufficient 
qualified administrators to ser­ 
ve in his regime, Gen. lanusse 
replied: 
“ Argentina has many men of 
capacity, but whether or not 
they will serve under Peron 
d e p e n d s 
on 
H e r o n ’ s 
policies ..one thing is a myth 
coming from a distance, and 
another is the protagonist at the 
doorstep. If Peron has capacity, 
then he will be able to govern 
But if he doesn’t, have capacity, 
it will he the end of the man and 
the myth ” 
Throughout the interview 
Gen.. 'Lanusse, a tall ragged and 
extrem ely energet i c man, 
maintained that Juan Perm's 
election was based on emotion 
and not reason He implied that 
since there had been little 
resistance to Peron's ouster and 
throughout the period of 
m ilitary government, there 
could not have been much real 
support for Peron. lanusse 
feels that Peron’s election was 
almost an expression of sym­ 
pathy. 
Lanusse says that he himself 
is not a politician, but only 
wishes the best for Argentina. 
He says he has no party and no 
ambition for power, but only 
wishes Argentina to be gover­ 
ned in a way that will provide 
freedom for all its citizens. 
The general was kept in 
prison, for four years during 
P e r o n ’ s 
p r e v i o u i 
administration. - Asked if he 
'believes that Peron will again- 
jail political opponents, the 
general replied that it would be 
impossible. 
Asked if he felt that Peron 
would last long in power, the 
general replied, “ If I believe it, 
1 wouldn't say it." In ending the 
interview Lanusse asked 
“ What does the opinion of 
Alejandro Lanusse matter 
when there are 7 million Argen­ 
tinians who have spoken?”

COM PETITION IN SPORTS CAN BE DEADLY 
The announcem ent a sh o rt while back of plans 
to sta rt a. new pro football league, followed, by the 
threatened player strike in the ABA, leaves you with 
an interesting thought on th e sta te of those who attend 
sports events today. 
W hat is happening to these people is a lm o st laugh­ 
ably abusive. If they a re n ’t aw a re of it, p lease don't 
tell them , because they m ay be h ap p ier in their 
darkness. 
But think for a m om ent about the p ro sp ect of a 
new pro football league. N orm ally in business, com ­ 
petition is a blessing for th e consum er. W hen the 
industrial giants te ar into each other, 
the buyer 
usually gets a break. 
But in sports, it w orks in reverse. 
When a second league sta rts, dedicated to battling 
the first, the two begin com peting for p lay ers. One 
attem p ts to outbid the other. Then they try to p er­ 
suade the players to b reach th eir co n tracts. 
All the while, they a re running up outrageously the 
cost of talent. Who do you think pays for this? 


POUR IT ON 
Now in the envious position of en tertain in g bids, 
the players then com pound the m oney problem s of 
the consum er by dem anding expensive frin g e benefits. 
Unlike the tire, clothing and b reak fast ce re a l busi­ 
ness, m aterial in sports is lim ited. O utlets a re ex­ 
trem ely lim ited. So leagues in com petition m u st pay 
high for livestock, but a re able to control th e prices 
they get for tickets. 
If the buyers are getting cream ed by inter-league 
w ars in professional sports, the ow ners a re n ’t doing too 
well, either. 
It has been estim ated by the president of th e new 
World Hockey A ssociation th a t m e m b ers lost an 
av erag e of $7(10.000 last season. 
N ailed by the rising cost of talent, c e rta in team s 
in the N ational Hockey L eague took a p lasterin g , too. 
In basketball, the com m issioner of th e NBA testi­ 
fied before C ongress th a t only six, of the pro team s 
showed a profit. 
Individual losses a re running as high a s $2 million, 
a year. 
Of course, any m isery befalling basketball ow ners 
is largely self-inflicted and w ell-deserved, in the light 
of their unsavory conduct sin ce the sta rt of th e second 
le ag u e .. 
T heir lack of ethics has been shuddering. T hey have 
suffered no qualm s encouraging players to ju m p con­ 
tracts. And they have enticed players with co n tracts 
superficially stupendous, but containing w easel clauses 
by which the ¡benefits could erode to nothing over the 
years. 
H aving taught the players th e a rt of ju n g le w ar­ 
fare. the ow ners today suffer the consequences of their 
teachings. 
M anagem ents have been hit for so m uch m oney by 
p erfo rm ers in the NBA th at they are e m b a rra sse d to 
m ake the figures public. It is guessed th at th e av erag e 
salary in the league today could run as high as $90,000. 
If the new pro football league is o rganized, the 
players should open th eir first season by going on 
strike. And, in the end, th e consum er will be paying 
for it. 
In no o th er sport has a tu rn o v er in fran ch ises been 
as bristling: as it has been in basketball. A proprietor 
has kept his team five y ea rs th ese d ay s is a 
r » " r ow ner. 
There a re two reaso n s for this fast buy-and-sell. 
*%rst, som e ow ners either have gone busted, or have 
tWt they no longer could sustain the losses. 
And second, som e have com e into bask etb all not 
as sportsm en, rich guys looking for fun, but as quick- 
buck a rtists cashing in on appreciation in th e value of 
franchises. 
They have kept their in terest in the te a m ju st 
long enough to take a g a in /th e n have sold out. And, 
in som e cases, they have bought, back into other fran ­ 
chises, hoping to work the sa m e play. 


LIKELY QUESTION 
Now you m ay ask, how can a guy be p ersu ad ed to 
buy a team that is going to lose? 
In a num ber of cases, th e buyer knows he is going 
to take a tax, write-off fo r a, long period, during which 
tim e be is hoping the y ea rly losses at the ticket office 
a re m anageable. 
If.he doesn’t get butchered at the gate, he will com e 
w U U
